The last Michigan state legislature 
p awed a law p roviding that in all school 
village and city elections hereafter held 
in this state women who are able to read 
the constitution of the state of Michigan 
shall is- allowed to v» » te, and ali laws of 
this state p rescribing the qualifications 
of voters at such school, village and city 
elections, shall ap p ly to women.

The state constitution says sjiocifirally 
that “ in all elections every male citi 
zen, every male inhabitant in the state 
on the 24th day of June, 1*85, every 
male in habitant residing in the state 
Jan. 1, 1850, who, etc., shall be an elec­ 
tor and entitled to vote.” 
Tim language of the act of 181)8 is 
p lainly that “ in all school, village and 
city elections” women shall be allowed 
to vote. 
If then t lie court construes thi 
constitution strictly it. cannot do other­ 
wise than decide against the act, which 
decision may hav e the effect oF dep riv­ 
ing tin- women of the right to vote at 
school elections, which right they p os­ 
sess under the act of May, 1881. 
The 
court might d*eide, however, th at no 
ex isting right can be taken aw ay by 
mere imp lication. 
The decision in this 
im p ortant case is awaited w ith interest.
